In certain districts a homesteader

The speaker stated that there was 
not a dead man in the Conservative 
parcy in the Legislature, and not a 
hide-bound heeler in the entire outfit. 
No man of the seven was so much a 
Conzervative that he would sacrifice 
any high principle or compound with 
a low one to retain his party stand- 
ing. The speaker described the fight 
in the Legislature during the recen: 
session as a Victory of seven men 
again:t a host, a victory in clean 
fair fight on the part of the oppos- 
ition and a victory on points. He 
referred to. the fact that for two 
days three members of the U.F.A. sat 
in’ the gallery, and afterwards ex- 
pressed themselves amazed, m-t only 
at the ceaseless and persistent fire of 
intelligent and effective criticism or 


A! the part of seven men, but also at 


the revelation of the principles of the 
Liberal government. “This,’’ said 
the speaker, ‘“‘has been the practical 
result of the work of the opposition 
during the recent session to compel 
the government to reveal themselves, 


| and no session in the history of Al- 


berta has ever placed a government 
on record in so many damning in- 
stances of the session just closed.”’ 


M|The speaker showed in a number of 


instances how this was so, instanc- 
ing the fact tha: the Premier took 
five weeks to bring down railway 
correspondence that had been asked 
for by the opposition, first explaining 
that it would entail a vast amount 
of work, and yct when brought down 
to the House this correspondence con+ 
sisted. of only two letters. "No 
doubt,’’ said the speaker, ‘‘it entail- 
ed a vast amount of consideration at 
least." Mr. Tweedie moved for a 
minimum conscruction of 400 miles a 
year out of the 1813 miles involved 
in the government’s railway policy, 
and the C.N.R. themselves had offer-

The speaker showed how these sama 
men voted down the motion of the 
leader of the opposition to produce 
the agreement that the government 
proposed to make with the C.N.R. 
This matter of an agreement had 
once before been left to a Liberal 
Promier and Attorney-General and 
it was in this connection that the 
devil had got his work in. Once 
refused to 
show his hand, and the voiceless sup- 


followed him in this refusal. Mr. 
Riley had been a member of one of 
the most important committees in 
the Legislature, that of public

noon of the last day.‘and: hidden 
der*tho ‘desk “ofthe Premier. until: 
o’clock in the -morning, \‘and then 
permission --asked by the © Premiér 
that.they should be taken out ‘for 
purposes of prin:ing. This prevented 
any member of the House from hav- 
ing a chance to’ examine ‘them, 
“Gentlemen,’’ said the speaker, ‘You 
must ‘follow the logic of such fact+ 
for yourselves, but how any man who 
loves ways that are honest. and: fain 
can ‘give his - support’ to men 
whose. political principles are of. such 
an’ underground variety, I cannot 
understand. The general interests o! 
the people have been more zealously 
regarded by the member~ of. the. op- 
position in the reeent session than by 
the members on the government sidt 
of the House.” 

The speaker then reverted to his: 
tory and, taking up the A. and G.W. 
matter, expressed the opinion that i. 
the crisis had been delayed until. cer- 
tain -political jackals had got. thei:

those high in office at thut time 
might not improbably have been.elsc 
where than trying to get back into 
cabinet position. The wreck of thc 
old govérnmen: was touched upor 
and the manner of the election oi 
he new one by the Lt. Governor 
rather than by the people, was alsc 
referred to. ‘The people have no: 
forgotten that insult to their intelli 
gcnce,”’ said the speaker, ‘‘nor that- 
denial of their franchise rights, ane 
1 look to sce them take sweet and 
‘atisfying revenge when..the — time 
comes, and place Mr. Michener anc 
his supporters in an overwhelming 
majority on ‘the Treasury Benches.’ 

The failure of the old governmen 
was duc to corruption, while tht 
failure of the present administration 
was due to lack of business ability. 
The speaker charac-crised the: confis 
sation of the Premier as a fundamen 
tal blunder. ‘‘ These matters are 
somewhat ancient as we regarc 
hings today, but they have all hap 
pened since 1909, and as a part o 
he Liberal record they must be 
boise in mind at the next election :by 
‘very man who, eas-s his ballot for 
he good of his country.”’ 

The speaker wound up by. statin: 
chat the present government was no 
vorthy of confidence, and ky a:clos 
inalysis and summary of the factr ' 
howed the reason for this opinion. 
Yteferring to the possibility of Cros: 
oeing taken back into, the Cabinct 
he speaker said ‘‘If Cross gocs back 
into the Cabinet it will be th. 
strongest coalition government that 
ver held office in the Dominion o: 
Janada. Cross was the author of the 
4. & G. W. deal, which the judge- 
iaid was exceeding suspicious. Sifson 
was the father of confiscation which 
indid Cross’ work, and now these 
wo men, of principles and _ policies 
4s wide asunder as the poles, are to 
ombine to govern Alberta. If such 
a thing takes place, I can conceive 
of no-hing more in the nature of a 
srowning shame to a shameless party 
administration.” 

Mr. Riley followed with a racy and 
sigorous speech, in which he paid a 
compliment to the memory of the 
‘ate Rev. Leonard Gaetz and _ his 
honored wife as among the distin- 
suished citizens of Red Deer in earlier 
days. He said no matter what the 
volitics of the descendants might be 
he knew their party affiliatiom could 
not be other than the result of sin 
vere conviction, for he -could not 
think that the principles of such 
yarents could ever be forgotten by 
-he children. 

Mr. Riley here said that what was 
wanted in public life today was 
onscience and principle, under the 
ruidance of which it would not be 
possible for us to go far astray, 
either in politics or in anything 
olse. “I claim,” said Mr. Riley, 
“that one of the reasons why the 
Liberal party have failed in their 
accomplishment of, the great mission 
chat has lain before them is that 
they have been devoid of conscience 
and principle. . That is a_ strong 
statement but we have arrived at a 
time in the political life of this 
province when it is necessary to speak 
plainly and to make strong state- 
ments, regardless of whose toes we 
tread on, and if I am spared to, live 
out the period between now and the 
next general election I intend to 
make some plain statements, and if 
I undorstand the principles for 
which.my hanored leader stands, then 
he, too, will be right at my back. in 
that connection.’ 

J have another little personal refer- 
ence to make before I begin to dis- 
cuss the question upon which I in- 
tend to touch, and it is concerning 
the gentleman who has the honor to 
represent, and whom you have had 
the honor to elect as your represen- 
tative in the Legislature. During 
the past session we have practically 
lived together, with rooms “just 
across the corridor in the hotel. And 
I say that this constituency might 
well congraculate itself and has every 
reason to be proud which can send 
to the Legislature a man of the 
type of your representative. ‘ The 
time is not far distant, Mr. Chair- 
man, when the Premier of this prov- 
ince is going to claim your town as 
his home.’’ (Applause). ‘‘The vindi- 
cation of that statement will be 
made on the date of the next general 
election in this province. 

““Now, during the course of the 
recent session we have had some very 
important matters to deal with. At 
the beginning of the session I made 
the statement that two of the great- 
est questions that the government of 
the province would be called upon to 
deal with were the question of trans- 
portation and the question of natar- 
al resources. In the solution of 
these two great questions lies the 
future destiny and greatness of this 
province or its smallness, as the 
case may be,’ Mr. Riley then took 
up the’ matter of transportation at 
considerable length, making a mas- 
terly analysis of the government pol- 
icy, showing some of its absurd 
features and weaknesses. 


“On the| eral of whom are resident. in 


we are suspicious’ of every. railway. 
bill: introduced ‘into the House. We 


began to make enquiries into . every 
phase’ of the bill: before we * let ‘it~ 
go through the House. And’ if we 
were assured once: by the Premier 
that it was a private bill, and that 
the government were not interested 
in “it, we were assured many times. 


We were told that the company were. 


not asking for any powers not grant- 
ed to other companies, that it was 
a bill in. which the. government was 
not interested, and yet it had not 
been given its third reading forty- . 
eight hours: before the Premier of 
this ‘province got up and announced 
it as a government railway policy. 
Now, IL. make the statement here, 
frankly and plainly, that the Pre- 
mier in that matter practised decep-. 
tion not only upon the members ‘of 
the House, but upon the people © of 
this country, and he began his decep-: 
tion: almost immediately after the 
opening of the session. There was 
no‘ reason in the ‘world, unless: there 
Was some reason for shame in con- 
nection with this bill, why it should 
not, from the first, have been an- 
nounced as the government's railway 
policy. The suspicion in our minds 
continued to grow. On the 12th De- 
cember I asked a‘strfes of questions, 
one of which was this, ‘Is it the 
intention of the government to guar- 
antee any of the bonds of any of the 
lines of railway outlined in the bill 
before the House?’ The Premier’s 
answer was given the following day 
o the effect that the government 
‘ould not guarantee the bonds of 
any railway until authorised by the 
Legislature to do so. ,Of course, he 
snew that I knew that, but he took 
an advantage which a keen lawyer 
vould take of the particular wording 
of the question, so I had to come 
back at him again the next day in 
the following question, ‘Is it the 
‘ntention of the government to in- 
roduce legislation at the present 
session providing for a guarantee of 
honds?’ He answered that. on the 
l4th day of December, saying that 
he matter had not received the con- 
sideration of the government.’’ Mr, 
Riley then referred to a map on 
vhich the Premier had himself 
drawn the lines covered by the policy 
of the government, showing the 
enormous extent of the mileage, the 
large guarantees: in connection with 
which the government had not had 
under consideration np to the 14th of 
Necember, but which within a very 
hort time afterwards the Premier 
had decided to guarantee. Mr. Riley 
disclaimed any desire to make sport 
by shooting at a dead goose, but 
felt it mecessary to go back to the 
guarantee given by the old Liberal 
rovernment to the C.N.R. He stated 
that in 1909 the Rutherford govern- 
ment had guaranteed 900 miles of 
the C.N.R. lines, and answers to 
opposition questions during the 
recent session had brought the fact 
to light that only 447 miles have 
been graded in three years, 284 have. 
steel laid, and only 70 miles are ‘op- 
erated by an. irregular. train service 
for.freight and passengers. All this 
mileage was tio be completed by 
December 31st last, and out of near- 
ly a thousand miles'only 70: were 
being irregularly operated. Mr. Riley 
quoted from a speech of Premier 
Rutherford to show how much of the 
mileage guarantecd the C.N.R. they 
were supposed: to complete each year, 
and that all the 900 miles were to 
be in operation by the end of 1911. 
With only 70 miles of their railway 
obligations fulfilled, the present gov- 
ernment had given them charters for 
an additional mileage of 1275 miles 
with bond guarantees to an enor- 
mous extent. This company had fail- 
ed absolutely to carry out their 
promises, and yet a further contract 
and a further subsidy of. provincial 
credit had been handed to this de- 
faulting railway company. The speak- 
er pointed out that the stand taken 
by the Conservative party this ses- 
sion was that if these defaulting - 
companies were not able to build the 
mileage for which they had charters, 
and the province was to guarantee 
furthen charters, why should not the 
government itself undertake con- 
struction to those parts of the prov- 
ince where the need of immediate 
transportation was so urgent. “Mr. 
Riley gave four lucid reasons why 
he opposed the government policy : 
First, because the government policy 
does not afford railway communica- 
tion to those sections most urgently 
in need of same. Second, too great 
an expenditure and too great a mile- 
age unlertaken in the northern sec- 
tions of the province. Third, it does 
not afford competition in any section 
but creates another railway monop- 
oly in the north. Fourth, Mr. Riley 
objected to guaranteeing the bonds 
of any railway company at $20,000 
per mile. These reasons were fully 
explained by Mr. Riley in a very 
comprehensive and forceful arraign- 
ment of the government railway pol- 
icy. Referring to the Dunvegan line, 
which is guaranteed at $20,000 a 
mile for 350 miles, the speaker said, 
“Whoever heard of any crying need 
for the construction of a line to 
Dunvegan? There has been some agi- 
tation for the construction of a lino 
to Peace River, and there is not one 
word to be said against it. I be 
lieve that line of railway ought to 
have been constructed this year. It 
is 200 miles in length and the gov- 
ernment have only guaranteed 100 
miles, whereas the entire 356 miles 
of the Dunvegan line have been guar 
anteed and at a higher rate per mile 
through the same kind of country 
and for a large part of the distance 
exactly side by side. It does not 
look as though they wanted to open 
up the Peace River very badly. This 
Dunvegan line is a repetition of the 
A. & G. W. It is not even incorpor- 
ated under a provincial charter, but 
under a dominion charter with no 
provincial control, although the prov- 
ince is guaranteeing the bonds. The

being in a state of decay, 
Fewer Farmers but Greater Wealth. 
Though smaller in numbers than in 
the year 1900, the farmers of Ontario 
are producing a more valuable out- 
put than ever before in the history 
of the province, and the assessed val- 
ue of their lands was never as great 
as at the present time, ‘he popular 
estimate places the number of farms 
in Ontario at 175,000, and the annual 
output from the fields of those farms 
Is generally vaiued at $50,000,000. 
These figures hardly account for the 
entire agricultural worth of the pro-” 
vince. In the first place, it is ques- 
tionable if there are any more than 
150,000 farms in Ontario. The past 
ten years have been a period of mer- 
gers in the farming world as well as 
In that of other industries, and the 
form of one hundred acres has rapid: 
ly passed out of sight. Fewer people 
hold more land than at the beginning 
of the century, and the farm of two 
bundred and.three hundred acres has 
become the unit. Such is the condit- 
fon at the present census taking, but 
there are signs even now that point 
to the resumption of the smaller areas 
befote the next decade has passed. 
At the present moment, however, the 
number of real farms in this province 
would be more nearly 150,000 than 
175,000, but their value is consider- 
ably greater than when the number 
did amount to 175,000. 


The Farmer's Increased Income. 


Two hundred and fifty million dol- 
lars has been given as the annual val- 
ue of Ontario’s fleld production, but 
there Is every reason to belleve that 
this amount falls short of the mark. 
Even Mr. C. C. James, the Deputy 
Minister of Agriculture, who first quot- 
ed those figures, admits that the esti- 
mate is too low. The field crops when 
turned into beef, butter, cheese and 
eggs are greatly enchanced in value, 
and would be worth in a normal year 
at least half a million dollars. But, 
for the sake of comparison Mr. James 
consevative estimate of $250,000,00U 
shall stand, and thts, we have every 
farm in Ontario earning a yearly in- 
come of $1,666. Five years ago, the 
value of Ontario’s agricultural out-: 
put was placed at -45 millions, and ten 
years ago it was not more than a hun- 
dred millions: The number of farms 
to share in that one hundred millions 
was larger than now, so that the aver- 
age income to each farm was consid- 
erably less than $1,666. In fact, the 
average income in 1901 ‘was about 
$600; according to calculations made 
from statistics published by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. This means 
that the Ontario farm of to-day is giv- 
ing to its owner, returns that are at 
least 160 per cent. greater than they 
were in 1901. : 


Land Values Higher. 


The growing value of the output of 
the farms has only resulted in one 
thing, and that is the increased value 
of the land. Thus, the latest records 
of the azsessment-of the rural areas 
show that the farm lands of Ontario 
are worth over $108,000,000 more than 
in the first years of the last decade. 
To make the comparison. still more 
striking, the assessed rural land of 
Ontario {s worth $10 an -acre more 
than in 1901, and another significant 
fact is that the area of, these lands 
has extended in the last ten years 
fully 1,500,000 acres, showing that 
farming is actually becoming a more 
widely followed pursuit in Ontario. 
This seems almost impossible when 
the Dominion census shows such a 
great decrease between the years 1901 
and 1911, but it only proves that even 
with less labor certain kinds of farm- 
ing can be developed in Ontario and, 
found exceedingly profitable. 

An Exploded Fallacy. 

Just one more proof of the fallacy 
contained in the charge that rural 
Ontario is in a state of decay. The 
land, buildings, implements and live- 
stock owned by the Ontario farmers 
at the present time are worth in round 
numbers about $1,225,000,000, as com- 
pared with $950,000,000 ten years ago. 
In other words, the average value of 
the Ontario farm to-day is $8,000 as 
against $5,000 in 1901. It is true 
that prices of farm products have ad: 
vanced nearly 6@ per cent. in the past 
ten years, but the marked increaseg 
in the total values of the annual out. 
puts and of actual property during 
that time can only be due to the fact 
the productivity of the farms has also 
increased. This greater yield of pro 
duce, is merely the result of improved 
methods and a gradual increase, dur- 
ing the last five years, of workers in 
the country. 

The Stimulus to Productlon. 

And the stimulus to all this improv; 
ed agriculture with its increasing val 
ues, is the growing demand for food 
in Canada, as much in the Western 
Provinces as in the Ontario towns and 
cities. With the farmers in the great 
Western half of the Dominion pro- 
ducing to supply an export trade, it 
behooves the farmers of the other half 
to produce with a view to supplying 
the home market, and the statistics 
of the country’s trade show that this 
4s precisely what is being done.

Industries in the West’ 


The writer in the Globe said: “At 
least seven hundred separate industrial 
tstablishments will be shown. to be 
under operation in the three prairie 
provinces, and nearly ~ two-thirds of 
these seven hundred factories and 
shops, {it will be geen, are located. in 
Manitoba. Winnipeg, alone, has now 
between two hundred and fifty and 
three hundred successful operating 
ieee Saskatchewan, however, wih 
lardly have a hundred industries al 
fogether, while Alberta's roll will con 
‘ain the names of nearly one hundred 
ind seventy-five manufacturing  in- 
ttitutions, 

This means, that manufacturing at 
my rate is gaining slowly in the 
West; it means too that, at leas: 
there are possibilities for the further 
development of certain industries i: 
(hat new country.” 


Abundance of Water Power 


Continuing, the writer said: “Firs 
you ask, are the possibilities tor vary 
Ing the agricultural life of the Wes: 
with manufacturers really great 
‘There eeems to b2 no doubt:of it. hi 
Manitoba there is a possible wate: 
power developinent of 495,000 hore: 
power, and so far, there has pee} 
only 18,000 horse power turned to usc 
that having been neglected by the Win 
nipeg electric railway. The City o 
Winnipeg will have developed ~ ver 
shortly an additional 60,000 hors 
power. Saskatchewan is still. riche 
in natural power than Manitoba, ha 
ing stored up in her rivers 600,00- 
norge power, none of which has bec: 
developed, but a portion of which i 
now under way for the City of Saska 
toon. Alberta is richest of all ii 
“white coal,” as well as in black coa 
having at her. disposal 1,144,000 horsc 
power, of which only 1,330 hors 
xower has been supplied to any com 
mercial end. 

Rich in Raw Materials 


In addition to these natural water 
powers, all three provinces have coa 
deposits of various grades, Alberta, c: 
course, having the greatest wealth in 
this respect. Then there are material: 
which are native to each particular 
province, such as gypsum, iron, cla; 
and lumber in Manitoba; clay, lumber 
and: flax fibre in Saskatchewan, an¢ 
minerals in Alberta. Manufacturin: 
as it exists now in the West is noi 
based so much on the raw materal: 
at hand as on those materials that 
have to be shipped in, or in othe 
words, on transportation. 

“There are certain obstacles, how- 
ever, to a natural and healthy indus 
trial expansion in the West. Chie: 
among which is the inadequate food 
supply and the consequent high cos! 
of living. Other obstacles are high 
freight charges, on manufactured 
goods, and the obstructive legislation 
against the so-called “extra-provincia 
corporations.” 


High Cost of Living 


Dealing with the question of in. 
adequate food supplies, the Globe's 
contributor says: “A third great dis 
advantage, that must be overcome ve- 
fore capital and labor will be directed 
in any great volume towards manu 
facturing in the West, is the inade 
quate food supply. Expensive food is 
really at the bottom of the big Wes 
tern revolt against the cost of living 
which has of late assumed the form 
of an attack against the country’s fis 
cal system. It seems strange that é 
fertile country like Western Canad: 


does not supply itself with sufficient|Of Per acre of 15 bushels, 


food to supply its own needs—that i: 
if food is to have a greater variety 
than the one staple product, wheat. 
The economics of the whole situation 
in the West is that such articles as 
meats, poultry, eggs, butter, milk ait 
cheese, all of which can be raisec 
most plentifully and profitably, are s: 
scarce and expensive in many sections 
of the prairie that a high standard i: 
set, which has found its way into 
astern Canada and _ the increased 
cost of things has extended gradually 
Into every department of our commer. 
cial life. Why should not the West. 
which is receiving the greatest num- 
ber of the tillers ot the soil these 
days produce the bulk of Canada’s 
provisions? It is that section of the 
country, not the industrial East, that 
should be supplying the people with 
food, and because it is not doing this 
the standard of values is being set 
by the West and being set high. 
Factories and factory workers will al- 
ways be backward about locating in 
these districts, where wages wif] hard- 
ly suffice to pay rent and food.” 


A WORD OF ADVICE 

“At the present time Winn!peg is 
Importing $40,000 worth of cream per 
week. The prairie farmer finds it 
easier to produce wheat, a crop of 
Which the entire work can be done 
in a few months of summer. There 
is no need of argument, however, to 
show how desirable it is that all the 
daily products required ine Western 
Canada should be produced in it, and 
that the farmers of the West ought 
to devote themselves more largely to 
dairying operations. In Ontario when 
the farmers were all growing wheat 
and shipping it out of the country they 
almost all poor. Since they 
nave gone into dairying, especially in- 
J the production of cheese, they have 
‘yecome very prosperous.’—Sir Wil- 
dam Whyte.

CANADA DOES NOr 
"~ PRODUGE ENOUGH 


Problem at the Bottom of the High 
“Cost of living—Too Much Wheat 
’- Tand © Land ~ Speculation 


“The Glote,” Toronto, early in Feb- 
ruary ‘published an interesting inter- 
View with an expert on the question 
of the. high cost of living. The inter- 
view. in part was as follows:— 

“Prices have already reached a 
dizzy height. But they have not yet 
done climbing. The people, at suca 
a time as this, are apt to talk about 
the extortionist practices of the but- 
cher, the grocer, the baker and the 
other purveyors of our daily substance. 
It is one of the foibles of human na 
ture to blame the man next to you 
when in physical distress, but the 
present condition of the commodity 
markets .is the effect of a cause that 
Nes farther back than the store or 
the. wholesale house with which you 
are doing business. The high cost of 
our food: can only be due to one thing 
—namely, a lack of supplies. This 
is a greater explanation, based on the 
general law of supply qnd demand, 
but it contains the reason why tood 
is 80 expensive in Ontario, and, in fact, 
in all Canada.” 

“The production of food has obvi- 
ously failed to keep. pace’ with con- 
sumptioin. Many commodities which 
Canada used to export in large quan- 
tities are now being consumed entirely 
at home. Some phases of the foreign 
trade threaten ta pass into complet¢ 
oblivion, for, although the total value 
of all agricultural products exported 
increased from $27,516,609 in 1900 to 
$80,000,000 last year, the exports of 
cattle barely held their own, sheep 
exports showed a huge decrease, 
while the shipmenis of butter, after 
increasing from $5,122,156 in 1900 to 
$7,075,539 in 1906, fell off to less than 
two millions in each of the past three 
years. Eighty millions dollars’ worth 
of the total outpt of dairy produce, 
which is estimated at a hundred mil- 
lion dollars a year, is being consumed 
at home. 

Canada's exports of cheese are 
about the same to-dgy as they were 
ten or twelve years ago. The net in- 
crease in shipments. of agricultural 
products, then, is explained by the 
growing export of’ grain and flour 
trade. Exports of wheat in its raw 
state’ increased by $36,000,000 from 
1900 to 1909, while exports of wheat 
flour increased by $5,000,000.” 


HALF BILLION BUSHELS 
OF WHEAT IN TEN YEARS 


Prediction of a Financial Writer 
Regarding the Harvest of the 
Prairle Provinces. 


The Monetary Times, of Toronto, in 
a recent statistical article on the 
wheat producing capacity of Western 
Canada, undertakes to predict that the 
three prairie provinces will produce 


a wheat harvest of over half a bil- 
lion bushels in the next ten years. The 
writer of the article, Mr. Fred W. 
Field in making his calculations says: 
“In estimating the probable increase, 
there are many important factors of 
which cognizance must be taken. In 
Manitoba it is said that there ‘is still 
unoccupied land suitable for cultiva- 
tlon to the extent of over~ 20,000,000 
acres. This will be increased when 
the area of the province is enlarged. 
In Sasketchewan, of an area of over 
155,000,000 acres of wheat land, there 
are about 15,000,000 acres of unbroken 
prairie. Of the 162,000,000 acres in 
Alberta, it is estimated that 100,000,- 
000 are fit for cultivation, while on!y 
about 2 per cent. are under cultiva- 
tion. This estimate does not include 
the large area of excellent land in the 
Peace River country. There is less 
than 10 per cent. of the Western ar- 
able lands under cultivation, ‘so that 
the field for labor in wheat growing 
is, comparatively speaking, unlimited. 
In 1914, we shall have two more 
transcontinental railways, which will 
open much new land for settlement. 
The improvement in farmig imple- 
ments will mean the tilling of greater 
acreage in less time. These factors 
should compensate somewhat for the 
probability that mixed farming in the 
West will be engaged in more than 
hitherto, with consequently less atten- 
tion to wheat, and for the fact that 
constant wheat growing makes the soil 
poorer. Assuming, after allowing for 
these factors, that the ratio of in- 
crease in the next ten years will be 
as great as in the past ten years, 
there will be in 1920 in the tnree West- 
erm provinces wheat acreage of 34, 
821,000 acres and a wheat crop of 513, 
000,000 bushels. The accompanying 
chart gives an ideal’ of the estimated 
increase, which allows only a_ yield 
The aver. 
age wheat yield per acre in the West 
during the past four years was 19.71 
bushels. Accepting that figure as the 
yield of 1920, the 34,321,000 acres 
should yield 675,466,910 bushels.” 


GANADA’S APPETITE 
FOR DAIRY PRODUGE 


The value of the home market to 
the dairy farmer in Canada ig em- 
phasized by Mr. J. A. Ruddick, the 
Dominion Dairy Commissioner, in the 
following statement contained in one 
of his reviews of the dairy industry 
for 1911:— 

“Canada's home consumption of 
dairy produce, it is needless to say, 
continues to increase, but few people 
seem to realize the extent of this in- 
crease. The increase cannot be less 
than $2,000,000 every year_ including 
milk and all its products. This means 
that our home market absorbs of the 
dairy production, $20,000,000 more 
than it did 10 years ago. The total 
home trade cannot be far from $8u,- 
000,000 a year, which means that our 
home market is by faf the most itr 
portant one for the dairy farmer."

‘Ne Temere Decree Has Ho Effect as Agalnst 
the Civil Code,’’ Is Judgment 


‘ 


Montreal, Que.,- Feb. 22. — Judg- 
ment was handed down today in the 
famous Hebert’ marriage case by 
Justice Charboneau, He upheld 
the validity of the marriage. 

.He maintains that any officer 
authorized to solemnize a marriage 
can marry any two -persons who 
observe the ordinary formalities, in- 
cluding a marriage license, no mat- 
ter what their religion may be. . 

The judge holds that the Ne Tem- 
ere decree has no effect as against 
the civil code, which, he holds, 
authorizes all persons who are 
allowed to keep registers of the civil 
statute to marry parties. 

As to the marriage between 
Marie Imma Clouatre and Eugene 
Hebert, solemnized by the Rev. 
William Timbertake, Methodist min- 
ister, authorized to kecp a regis:er 
of civil sta:utes, on July 14, 1908, 
he holds that it was performed 
legally. He upholds Madame 
Hebert’s opposition to the judgment 
declaring the marriage illegal, ren- 
dered by Justice Laundereau by de- 
fault, March 23, 1911, and sets aside 
such judgment. 

Moreover, he finds that the with- 
drawal of the husband from the suit 
by filing a desistment of suit did not 
prevent the wife from  secking to 
establish her civil status by bringing 
evidence to prove that her marriage 
was legal and her children legiti- 
mate. ‘ 

He holds the children as legitimate 
and born in wedlock. 

The cntire case for the wife was 
placed before the court — several 
months ago, the judge reserving the 
right not to adjudicate upon the 
merizs of the question of marriage, 
providing he found that as a matter 
of procedure and practice it was 
illegal to hear evidence in a case 
after the party beginning the suit 
had withdrawn. 

The attorneys for the husband 
claimed that when they filed — their 
withdrawal that ended the case. They 
desisted from the suit, and the lady 
won. There could have been hearing 
of evidence after that. When the 
judge admitted the evidcnce under 
reserve they abruptly left the court 
room, and the case for the husband 
—that is, that the marriage of a 
Catholic not performed by a_ priest 
is illegal—was never presented to 
the court. ; 

The original judgment of Judge 
Iaundereau was rendered March 22, 
1911], annulling the marriage entered 
into between Madame Clouatre and 
Hebert at Montreal, July 14, 1908, 
and solemnized by. the Rev. William 
Timbertake, Methodist minister of 
the Centenary Methodist Church, St. 
Charles. Both were Catholics and 
born in that faith—Mrs. Hebert in 
Fall River, Mass., in 1883, and Mr. 
Hebert in St. Valentine, Quebec, in 
1880. 

WITNESS COMMENT. 

Montreal, Feb. 22.—Referring to 
the judgment handed down today in 
the ne temere ease, the Witness 
says : 

“For a priest to enter a family, 
as. has been done, and tell a woman 
married in good faith that she is not 
married at alt, and must leave her 
husband if she would be saved, comes 
painfully close to committing a gross 
immorality, shocking to the public 
sense. The priest that tells a sneak 
of a husband that because he got 
married in that way irregularly in 
the eyes of the church, he may there- 
fore desert and repudiate and tarnish 
the honor of his wife, does a dastard- 
ly act that all mankind will con- 
demn. That the law should sanction 
such rascality has rightly aroused the 
wrath of the whole country.
